Another transaction which was suspected 
but never proved until today on the sworn 
testimony of supervisorial witnesses, is the 
prize fight boodle of $20,000.

James Henning, Family Killed 
‘in Theater Fire, Loses Mind.

HAD WANDERED 8 YEARS. 


Taken from Steamship in Strait- 
jacket After Trying Suicide. 


One of the many tragedies of the Iroquois 
fire has had a new chapter. The arrival of 
the White Star liner Cedric in New York 
yesterday from the Mediterranean brought it. 

James Henning, a first cabin passenger, 
went mad in midocean and was put under 
guard, the cause of his attack of insanity 
being continual brooding over his sorrows. 
His three children, Charles, aged 6; Edwin, 
aged 11; and William, aged 14, were burned 
to death in the great theater horror, and his 
wife was so badly injured in the same dis- 
aster that she died six weeks later. 

Becomes a World Wanderer. 

At the time of the fire Mr. Henning and 
his fandily lived at 5743 Prairie avenue. Since 
then he has been a wanderer, with nominal 
residence in Ann Arbor. His brother, Hd- 
ward Henning, is a broker here and lives at 
the Chicago Beach hotel Both men are 
wealthy. 

It was during the return voyage from a 
long stay in Africa, and along the Mediter- 
ranean that Mr. Henning becameinsane. He 
soon developed suicidal symptoms and was 
locked up in his cabin. When the Cedric an- 
chored off Sandy Hook at 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning Mr. Henning got out on deck 
and attempted to jump into the sea. He was 
caught by the cabin steward. as he was run- 
ning te the rail He put up a sharp fight, bit- 
ing the steward on the hand. With the help 
of other members of the crew the steward 
overpowered Henning. 

He was put in a strait jacket. When 
the ship docked at New York later he was 
taken to St. Vincent's hospital, whence he 
was transferred to the psychopathic ward 
at Bellevue. He had told some of the passen 
gers on the boat that his wife and children 
had been burned to death in the Iroquois Gre, 


Gees His Dead in Visions. 

It was a week ago Sunday that Mr, Hen- 
ning, upon going into church service on the 
boat, suddenly grew insane. 

“My God! I can see them now!” he 
shouted, and, leaping from his seat, he 
rushed up on deck.

Aldermen to Go Into Committee 
of the Whole Then and 
Pass on Items. 


The annual appropriation bill was sent to 
the city council last evening. It was ordered 
deferred and published, and a special meeting 
to consider it was called for 10 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning. Then the council will go into 
committee or the whole, and if it has good 
luck finish it the same day. 

The bill carries total appropriations of $49,- 
447,383, as against $40,193,201 last year. A 
large amount of this increase of over 88,000. 
000 is entirely in paper. It represents appro- 
priations for which the money is “not ex- 
pected to be spent this year. 

This “only to the increase in the 
appropri s for corporate purposes. No- 
body doubts but that the school board, whose 
fund was largely added 40, will spend all the 


money.

The controller's estimate of the city’s in- 


is $22,741,852, which would be enough to allow 
of the appropriations for this purpose. No- 
body supposes, however, that the city will 
get this amount of money. It had $17,650,000 
to spend on this account last year, and the 
amount will not be much higher this. The 
main item of increase is the saloon license 
fund and this will not be so much as appears 
on paper, as the two half yearly payments 
were made in 1906, and the money spent as 
fast as it was collected. 

As usual, the water fund is overdrawn. 
Its estimated income for 1907 is $4,461,727 
and the appropriations against it $6,083,990. 
The appropriation includes an item of $30,000 
for the purchase of the Rogers Park water 
system. It is not expected this will be 
enough, however.

Bridges That May Not Be Built. 

There is nominally a heavy increase in the 
appropriation for the department of public 
works, but these are paper figures.

Lump Sum for School Board. 

The appropriation for school purposes was 
made in a lump sum. It is estimated that 
when the $13,000,000 allewed the board for 

ntenance purposes is scaled down 80 as 
to get the school taxes under the 5 per cent 
limit of the Juul law, the total will amount 
to less than $11,000,000 to be spent for purely 
educational purposes. 

The heavy increase in the sum appropriated 
for school buildings, however, is not scaled, 
and if the council approves of the action of the 
finance committee the board will have the 
full $4,000,000 to spend for this purpose next 
year. As this item is outside of the Juul 
law limitation, the increase will mean an in- 
crease in the tax bills of every taxpayer in 
Chicago.

Whether the ordinance will be enforced js 
another question. Commanding-officers in 
the policefepartment and their subordinates/ 
also are under obligations to most of the 
theaters for free tickets for themselves and 
families; and consequently are loath to offend 
the. theater managers by carrving qut the 
law. The-council’s repeated orders to en- 
force the law and a requisition at the last 
preceding meeting on the police department 


for a report on the efforts to suppress the 
evil were deliberately ignored. 


Provisions of the Amendment. 


The provisions of the amendment to the 
ordinance passed last nigfit aré: 

No tickets to any theatrical, operatic, or 
musical entertainment shall be sold except 
upon the premises where such estertainment 
is to be given. This prohibition does not 
apply to entertainments for charitable pur- 
poses. 

It shall be unlawful for any person or firm 
to sell a ticket or tickets at prices higher than 
those printed on the tikkets. 

No person or firm shall sell tickets to any 
speculator, scalper, or other person, regu- 
larly, occasionally, or incidentally engaged 
in the business of resel auch tickets at 
prices above those printed thereon. 

Violation of the ordinanct is punishable by 
a fine of from $25 to $200 for each offense. 


Parliamentary Tangle Solved. 


The amendment was not passed until the 
aldermen. had become entangled in parlia- 
mentary technicalities, from which they 
Were extricated with difficulty. 

Ald. Harkin, the father of dll the ticket 
legislation, called up the amendment as a 
committee report and agked its immediate 
passage. He gxplained that the measure 
was substantially the same us the previously 
introduced ordinance vetoed by the mayor 
on the ground of its alleged illegality. In 
accordance with the suggestion of the mayor 
the distinction between downtown and out- 
lying theaters was stricken out and the or- 
2 was made applicable te all theaters 
alike. 

“It makes it unlawful for tickets to be sold 
outside the box office of any theater,“ ex- 
plained Ald. Harkin. 

The amendment was about to be approved, 
when Ald. Kohout called a halt with a ques- 
tion of the propriety of the procedure. He 
wanted the matter deferred and published. 
Upon his objection to the suspension of the 
rules the amendment accordingly was de- 
ferred. 

Kohout’s Suspicions Dispelled. 

But AM. Harkin, whose determination was 
whetted by the recent revelations of callusion 
between the theater managers and the scalp- 
ers, was not to be put off even a week. He 
quietly stepped around the chamber and ex- 
plained away Ald. Kohout's suspicions. 

en he borrowed the copy of the amend- 

ent from the ¢lerk and a few minutes later 
reintroduced it as new matter and moved 
the suspension of the rules for, its immediate 
passage. This time there was no opposi- 
tion.

Old police officers said the action of the 
mayor was without precedent, even during 
a political campaign. The benefit to Kandzia 
of course is nothing material, but the mayor’s 
managers hope to make it appear otherwise 
to the voters. 


To Assess Civil Service Men. 


Civil service employés who have not been 
assessed for Mayor Dunne's campaign fund 
will be urged ‘to contribute to the cause at a 
meeting tomorrow night at Handel hall, 4 
Randolph street, to be held under auspices of 
the Chicago Civil Service league, of, which 
Western Starr. one of the Dunne spellDinders, 
is president. Every city employé on the civil 
service list has been ordered to attend. 

Mr. Starr, it is understood, will deliver an 
attack upon Fred A. Busse, and incidentally 
urge each of the 10,000 civil service employés 
of Chicago—not counting ‘the school teach- 
ers—to assist financially the Dunne cam- 
paign. 

Organized ostensibly as a nonpartisan 
body, the league will be converted into a ma- 
chine for Mayor Dunne.

NO MORE PROSECUTIONS. 


Wants Federal License and Full 
Power to Control Cor- 
| porations. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., March 18.—{Special.]— 
President Roosevelt emphasized to callers 
today hib purpose to deal with the railroad 

estlon in his next annual message. He 
declared he had no intention to apply the 
information he has acquired and will secure 
from his interview tomorrow with President 
Meilen of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford in further investigations or 
prosecutions. What he desires is to de- 
vise a sound remedy for general conditions 
which will produce permanent good in the 
relations of railroads and people. He does 
not want to hamper the railroads unneces- 
sarily, and he proposes to secure respect 
At the same time, he in- 
tends they shall pay strict regard to their 
duties as common carriers. 

The president has found it necessary to 
reiterate his views in order to dispel a mis- 
understan which exists in Washington 
and New York, and apparently in other 
parts of the country. Wall street is - 
bling with anxiety, fearing the president is 
about to undertake some new campaign that 
will upset values again, and prevent the 
floating of hundreds of millions of dollars 
of. bonds and stocks for the Penasyivania, 
the Great Northern, and the St. Paul. 


No More Prosecution. 


The president has not been inclined to 
give any heed to the frantic appeals coming 
from New York, teaving control of the money 
situation absolutely in the hands of Secre- 
tary Cortelyou. But it was said today witha 
positiveness that cannot be doubted that the 
president does not contemplate any new in- 
vestigations by the interstate eommerce 
commission, and that so far as he is con- 
cerned he has no need for any further sen- 
sational revelations such as were brought 
cut by the commission during its investiga- 
tion of the “‘ Harriman situation.” 

The talks the president has had with rall- 
road representatives and financiers, and his 
exchange of views with Gov. Densen of Ul- 
nois, Senator Burkett of Nebraska, and to- 
day with Senator Allison of Iowa and Ben- 
jamin F. Yoakum of the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, have given him an excel- 
lent understanding of conditions generally. 

When President Mellen comes to the white 
house tomorrow to deliver the message he is 
supposed to brite from the other raflroad 
presidents named by J. Pierpont Morgan, he 
will find he is fooling with a loaded gun. The 
president proposes t6 talk straight with Mr. 
Mellen. uring the government's consid- 
eration of the prosecution of the Standard 
Oil company Messrs. Rogers and Archbold 
came to Washington and teld the president 
their corporation had never accepted nor 
given a rebate, and that John D. Rockefeller 
was a saintly man who would not permit an 
evasion, much less a violation, of the law. 


Plain Talk for Mellen. 
If President Mellen has any idea of talking 


ein this strain to the president he will receive 


scant courtesy. He will find that the presi- 


uation as he does himself, and that he is not 
disposed to go out of his way to give the rail- 
roads any more than their just due. The 
president will tell him plainly the evils of 
overcapitalization and of his desire to bring 
about the enactment of a bill authorizing the 
national: government to issue franchises and 
to control all corporations, including rail- 
roads, doing an interstate business. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan gave the president to under- 
stand he would willingly further his policies 
of this character, it being his idea that some- 
thing must be done to save the raſlrcads from 
the states. Other financial railroad mag- 
nates entertain a similar view, though this 
may not be the opinion of McCrea, Newman, 
and other railroad presidents who manage 
but do not finance railroads. 

But, as a member of the cabinet pointed out 
today, it is the financiers who run the rail- 
roads, after all, and it will be their voice 
which will settle the policy to be pursued by 
these corporations. If this prediction be 
true, it is entirely probable that by the time 
congress reassembles the spectacle will be 
presented of the rail s lined up alongside 
of the president in advocating reform legis- 
lation. 

The only railroad president who has ex- 
pressed himself in thorough accord with 
President Roosevelt is Mr. Yoakum. He 
would like the adoption immediately of a 
plan of close cojpération between the gov- 
ernment and the railroads, and it is presumed 
he talked further along this line with the 
president today. When he left the White 
house Mr. Yoakum would not say what hed 
passed between him and the president. 

Cannot Prosecute Harriman. 

The interstate commerce commission 
despairs of federal prosecution in connection 
with the Chicago and Alton deal brought out 
during the investigation of E. HHarriman’s 
methods. It will be impossible te prosecute 
Harriman because of the operations of the 
federal statute of limitations, if for ne other 
reason. Whatever is done must be done by 
the state of Illinois, and this was made clear 
to Gov. Deneen and Attorney General Stead. 

It is a question, however, whether even the 
state could act. It was pointed out today

Northern Pacific Official Testifies Val- 
we of Property Is $288,695,005— 
Spokane, Wash., Citizens Want 
Tarifis Computed on Cost of Con- 
struoction—First Time  Transporta- 
tion Company Has Complied with 
Ideas Advanced by the President.

The value of the Northern Pacific railroad 
was estimated at between $288,695,005 and 
$845,562,807 by witnesses before Charles A. 
Prouty and James S. Harlan, interstate com- 
merce cémmissioners, in the federal building 


yesterday. 

The commissioners came to Chicago to hear 
charges of discrimination in freight rates be- 
tween the east and Spokane, Wash. As a 
basis of computation to shew these rates 
were unreasonable, citizens of Spokane gave 
a detailed cost of the of the rail- 

This gave the Northern Patific a cue. To 
show rates are based upon equity, the rafl- 
road will endeavor to show the present value 
of the Northern Pacific property and insist 
that it is the true basis of computing tariffs. 


Carefully prepared detatied statements were 


submitted, showing the probable cost of re- 
producing the Northern Pacific, based upon 
Dp t prices of construction: 


Facts Never Before Submitted. 

Railroad officials admitted cost of construc- 
tion and operation had never been submitted 
to the traffic departments to compute rates, 
nor had similar statements been sent to the 
tax commissioner for purposes of taxation. 

The real question at issue will be, accord- 
ing to the coninmilssioners, what is a fair rate 
from the eastern seaboard and Chicago to 
Spokane. Figures submitted are regarded 
as valuable in helping the commission to 
determine the basis of the fate. The case 
is unique, as it is the ‘first fime a railroad 
has voluntarily offered to show the com- 
mission its value, based upon present dey 
conditions and demand it as a basis for the 
computation of freight and passenger rates. 
The commission has sought similar informa- 


tion in other complaints filet with it. The 
action of the railroad coindides with the 


views of President Roosevelt, The question 
of what is a fair and equitable rate to Spo- 
kane will not be touched upon at this hear- 
ing, but will be taken up at Portland on 


April 15. 
Witness Tells of Cost. 

The value of the right of way, exclusive of 
terminals, is placed at 881.839.880, or an 
average of $5,532.71 per mile of operated 
road, by Land Commissioner Thomas Cooper. 
This includes the Northern Pacific, Port 
Townsend Southern, and other subsidiary 


companies. Terminals of the company are 


valued at $75,000.99. Its interests in terminal 
companies are valued at $882,655.46, and its 
coal properties at 80.720, 170.286, making a 
grand total of $158,492,918.56. 

On à total trackage of 5,268.37 miles, in- 
cluding sidings, Chief Engineer W. L. Dar- 
ling of the Northern Pacific estimated the 
cost of reproduction, based upon present day 
prices, at $302,815,326. This estimate allows 
$14,120,231 for depreciation in the last two 
and a haft years. The value téday is estimat- 
ed at $288,695,005. The estimate of Chief 
Engineer John G. Berry of the Rock Island 
was $345,562,807. He made no allowance for 
depreciation.

LEADERS COME TO BLOWS 


Six Indictments Are Returned 
Against Employes of Utah 
Fuel Company. 


Santa Fé, N. M., March 18.—The fight in 
the lower house of the legislature om Gov. 
H. J. Hagerman culminated today in the 
adoption by a vote of 18 to 10 of a report to 
investigate the governor's alleged connec- 
tion with the disposal of 7,000 acres of timber 
land by the territory to the Pennsylvania 
Development company of Pittsburg. 

The report, which is bitter in its arraign- 
ment of Gov. Hagerman, finds that he signed 
twenty-three deeds conveying part of these 
timber lands thereto without warrant of 
law, concluding that the disposition of the 
lands in the manner mentioned was a fraud 
upon the people of the territory and its insti- 
The report recommends that the 


deeds om the ground of illegality and fraud 
in their procurement, not only ih the case 
of the Pennsylvania Development company 
but also those deeds made by the previous 
administration and which involve the title 
to almost a hundred thousand acres of the 
best territorial timber lands. 

During the adoptiom of the report a per- 
sonal encounter took place on the floor of 
the house between the leaders of the opposing 
factions, Repredentatives H. B. Holt and 
A. J. Hudspeth, but they were quickly sep- 
arated. The governor did not obey the sum- 
mons to testify before the legislative com- 
mittee. 

Six Indictments Returned. 


The United States grand jury returned six 
indictments against parties charged with 
fraudulent land transactions in the coal lands 
of San Juan county. 

Most of those indicted are employés of the 
Utah Fuel company and the Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad, the corporations which re- 
cently were the subject of inquiry in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. Amonk them is Robert 
Forrester, geologist for the Utah Fuel com- 


pany. 8 
The indictments charge conspiracy to de- 


fraud the government, subornation of per- 
jury, and perjury in connection with filings on 
government coal bearing lands in this terri- 
tory. 

Sentenced for Nebraska Frauds. 

Omaha, Neb., March 18.—The most impor- 
tant land ease in Nebraska culminated today 
in the sentence of four prominent and in- 
filuential cattlemen by Judge W. H. Munger 
of the United States court. Bartlett Rich- 
ards and William G. Comstock were sen- 
tenced to pay a fine each of $1,500 and serve 
a year in the Douglas county jail; Charles C, 
Jameson and Adquilla Triplett were sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of §60U and serve eight 
months in the same jail. 

These men were indicte@ by tbe federal 
grand jury in May, 1906, for conspiracy to 
defraud the United States out of use, posses- 
sion, and title to public land, consisting of 
more than 200,000 acres in northwestern Ne- 
braska. 

The trial began in November, 1906, ended 
Dec. 20 with a verdict of guilty. Motion for 
a new trial. was overruled, and today sen- 
tence was pronounced. All the convicted 
men made motions for appeal, which will 
be argued later. 


EMMA GOLDMAN SPEAKS HERE. 


Anarchist Propagandist Addresses 
Audience of 800 Persons Concern- 
ing Paris Commune of 1871. 


The anarchists of Chicago last night cele- 
brated the anniversary of the French com- 
mune of 1871 by a massmeeting in a hall at 
Jefferson and O’Brien streets, with Emma 
Goldman as the principal speaker. Among 
the 800 persons present there were repre- 
sentatives of every nationality which that 
congested district of the west side boasts, 
although the majority were Jews, and in def- 
erence to this faction Miss Goldman spoke 
in Yiddish. 

There was little of the red flag in her talk. 
She spoke glowingly of the great revolution 
which will shake the world, but it was in the 
future, and the only time she touched on the 
possibility of an immediate conflict was in 
referring to the trial of Moyer and Haywood 
in Idaho. - 

Other speakers were Jay Fox and W. B. 
Morgan, lecturer for the Western Federation 
of Miners, but as the audience could not un- 
derstand English it quickly dissolved.

GOLDFIELD BUSINESS MEN LAY 
CRIME TO ORDER. 


Serve Notice That Nevada Mining 
Camp Will Never Bow to Dictates 
of “Industrials "’—Announce That 
It Has No Fight on Labor Unions, 
Properly Organized, but Say Law- 
less Element, if It Regards Health, 
Must Leave the Community. 


Goldfield, Nev., March 18.—[Special.]—The 
Business Men's and Mine Owners’ association 
has determined to fight to a finish the order 
known as the Industrial Workers of the 
World, which is blamed as the cause of many 
labor men and 
unions. At a massmeeting today they gave 
notice that they will spare no effort to pre- 
vent Goldfield ever being known as a work- 
ers’ camp.’ 

In part, the declaration issued by the exec- 
utive committee of the association is as fol- 
lows: 

„ For the last three years the camp has 
had a series of labor troubles that have had 
their origin in the existence of an organiza- 
tion known as the Industrial Workers of the 
World. This body of men have maintained a 
reign of terror in the camp. The business 
men and mine owners have determined that 
this condition of affairs must be amended. 

„The Goldfield Business Men and Mine 
Owners’ association is not, never was, and 
does not propose to be a citizens’ alliance, or 
a mine owners’ and operators’ association of 
the pattern of the Cripple Creek District Mine 
Owners and Operators’ association. It is 


simply a union of the business men and mine 


owners of Goldfield to preserve the camp and 
protect life and property, 

„There is to be no change in hours and 
wages. The settlement of wages made in 
January is satisfactory to all concerned. But 
lawlessness and oppression must cease. The 
Industrial Workers of the World, as the rep- 
resentatives of lawlessness, must leave the 
district. That is the only issue, Labor unions 


are not to be warred against or encouraged.”

PASSENGERS OF SUEVIC LANDED; 
ANOTHER STEAMER ASHORE. 


Gnly Crew of White Star Liner on 
Rocks Near Ligsard Lighthouse Re- 
main on Vessel—160 Children Are 
Among Those Rescued — Elder 
Dempster Boat Strikes Rocks but 
All on Beard Are Taken Of—Other 
Disasters to Shipping. 


LONDON, March 18.—Detalls received this 
morning ef the digaster to the White Star 
line steamer Sueric. homeward bound from 
Sydney, New South Wales, by way of Cape 
Town, with nearly 600 passengers and crew 
on bodrd, show that it struck the Brandies 
rocks, close under the Lizard Ughthouse, at 
about 10:30 last tight, and probably will be 
a total wreck. LAféboats and tugs from the 
Lizard and Falmouth soon reached the 
scene, and, together with the Suevic’s own 
boats, and despite the fog and heavy sea, 
succeeded in landing all the passengers with- 
out the loss ofa single He. One hundred and 
sixty of the rescued were children. 

The fishermen and their wives who live 
near the lighthouse waited, waist deep in 
the surf, for the incoming lifeboats and car- 
ried the children to safety on their shoulders, 

At 1 o’clock this afternoon the crew was 
still standing by the wreck. 

Capt. Jones, commander of the Suevic, had 
been at sea for thirty-nine years, and this 
was to have been his last voyage. 

Almost within dight of the Suevic, the K- 
der-Dempster line gteamer Jebba, from Cal- 
abar, Lagos, and other West African ports 
for Plymouth and Liverpool, ran on the rocks 
under the cliffs néar Prawle Point in the 
early hours of the morning. Its seventy pas- 
sengers, many of whom were soldiers in- 
valided home from the west coast of Africa, 
and its crew were safely taken ashore by 
breeches buoys. The steamer will prove a 
total loss.

He was abused roundly by the Hearst pa- 
pers, but the municipal ownership scheme 
was badly defeated, and last December, 
when Mr. Noyes was elected to his third term 
in the council, he had a bigger majority than 
ever was recorded in the ward before, prov- 
ing that the people in general approved the 
stand he took. 

Mr. Noyes called on Mayor Dunne, and 
made several references to Chicago's pro- 
posed municipal ownership in the hope of 
getting ammunition for any future proposi- 
tion. of the kind, but the mayor was pain- 
fully silent. Corporation Counsel Lewis 
broke in on the scene and requested the vis- 
itor to take his regards to Mayor Fitageraid 
of Boston, with whom Mr. Lewis served in 
congress. That was where the colonel again 
showed himself to be a diplomat. 


NX. O. Issue Dead in Boston. 


Mr. Noyes, while admitting that he is stil! 
a student of the question, was surprised that 
his call upon the mayor had become known, 
and at first hesitated to mix in local affairs 
with an interview. 

“I found Mayor Dunne a charming gentle- 
man,“ he said; but he did not discuss 
municipal ownership. That bugaboo is now 
a dead issue in Boston. In fact, I don't de- 
lieve the people there ever wanted it. The 
proposition was sprung and advocated by the 
Hearst papers, but they publish little about 
it now. All of the other newspapers were, 
and still are, dead against it. 

“Our fight was on in full blast about a 
year ago, and all sorts of trickery was re- 
sorted to by its advocates. After midnight 
they read telegram after telegram purporting 
to come from the authorities of different 
cities commending the scheme. It was then 
too late for rebuttal, but subsequently we 
proved that these telegrams were * faked’ 
and forged, the men whose signatures ap- 
peared on them knowing nothing about the 
recommendations made. 


Plan Fails in Many Cities. 

„ know it to be a positive fact that 99 
per cent of the cities that have tried mu- 
nicipal ownership have found It a failure, and 
were glad to go back to former conditions,” 
he continued. Take, for exampbe, Phila- 
delphia and Richmond, Va., with their gas. 
But I'd better keep to my own eity, and refer 
to what is now under municipal control. The 
sewers and streets are in abominable shape, 
and private control would clean them at a 
far less cost. Take any branch of the gov- 
ernment. Everybody knows that no city 
will get the same service out of an employé 
as a private concern can. This thing of po- 
litical pull is too much to overcome. 

On all sides we see incompetent men ap- 
pointed through influence based solely on 
their ability to furnish votes. The disposal 
of garbage has been a trying one for Boston, 
The work has been improperly done at great 
cost. Now the mayor is subdmittifig a. propo- 
sition to let the contract to a private con- 
cern for $30,000 annually, to run for @ series 
of years, after which the plant becomes the 
property of the city.

EXPERT REPORT HURTS ARMY 
MEN IN BROWNSVILLE AFFAIR. 


Report from Springfield Arsenal Says 
Rifles from Company B, 25th In- 
fantry, “Shot Up” Town. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—Four rifles 
from company B, Twenty-fifth infantry, 
were used in the Brownsville affray if the 
ordnance department of the army can sub- 
stantiate reports to the senate committee on 
military affairs concerning the microscopic 
examinations of the thirty-three shells 
picked up in the streets of the town on the 
morning following the shooting. 

All of the rifles in the possession of the 
battalion at Fort Brown on the night of Aug. 
13 were sent t the Springfield arsenal, and 
two shots fired from each. The shells used 
were then compared with those picked up at 
Brownsville, and the officers making the 
tests reported that it has been demonstrated 
beyond dispute that four guns of company B 
were used in discharging all of the thirty- 
three shells.

COURT INSISTS ON TRIAL 
OF MOYEReAND HEYWOOD. 


Motion to Dismiss Case Against Mine 
Federation Leaders Is Denied by 
Idaho Judge. i 


Caldwell, Idaho, March 18.—In the case of 
Charles H. Moyer, William D. Haywood, and 
George A. Pettibone, Judge Wood today over- 
ruled the motion made by the defense to dis- 
miss the case. The motion was based on the 
long delay in the trial. The defense con- 
tended that the accused were entitled to their 
liberty on the ground that two terme had 
passed since they were arraigned.

Speaker Shurtleff amd members of the houge 
organization have said that the bill will have 
to come -back for amendment, which will 
take out the provisidn allowing a city council 
to grant saloon licehses good for a year, no 
matter what might be the results of a liquor 
election in that city, town, or village. 
Representative L. O. Browne, speaking for 
the men who defeated the regular local op- 
tion bill and substituted his measure for it, 
declared that unless a promise were given 
that no effort will be made to amend the Dill 
further and no fight be started to make it 
more acceptable to the local option people it 
would not be brought back, but would be 
passed in the shape it is at present. This 
promise the anti-saleon men refused to give. 


Fight for Beal Option Bill. 


If the bill be brought back they will make 
another fight to get & real local option meas- 
ure, and have in preparation another sub- 
stitute which eliminates the ward and pre- 


They put it up to the house to kill a bill 
stripped of nearly all the features which 
were declared especially objectionable from 
the saloon viewpoint, and thus hope to get 
more proof that their opponents are seeking 
only excuses to kil] local option im all its 
forms except as contained in the Browne bill, 
which doés nothing more practically than 
make mandatory on cities, towns; and vil- 
lages to refuse to grant licenses if the vote 
on seloons be to declare against license. 

At present the right to vote for or against 
saloons is possessed by cities, towns, and 
villages, but it is not mandatory on city gov- 
ernments to be bound by this vote.

‘Was Expected and Causes Revival 
of Feverishness Which Marked the 
Seasions of Last Week—Shrinkage 
in Amount of Business Transacted 
Taken as Evidence That Normal 
Conditions Are Being Restored. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

NEW YORK, March 18.—(Special.)—-The 
stock market today reacted in a large degree 
from the recovery which marked Saturday's 
session, and the last prices showed sub- 
stantial losses from Saturday’s closing level. 
The reaction was expected both here and in 
London, but the drop in the dealings was 
wider than was anticipated and caused some 
revival of the fevertshness which prevailed 
last week. 

The reduction in the amount of business 
transacted was taken as evidence that the 
market was settling into normal conditions, 
and the diminishing activity of the market 
indicated the disposition to pause after the 
severe experience of last week and take stock 
Jof conditions and of promise before enter- 
ing again upon large operations in stock. 

General information as to the causes and 
the sources of the unloading which produced 
the convulsion in the market Is still largely 
lacking. Gertain conclusions, however, find 
Warranted acceptance. The extent of the 
liquidation must have gone far to cure the 
trouble, whatever it was. It is taken for 
granted also that the investment demand un- 
covered by the extent of the decline must 
have largely reduced the floating supply of 
stocks in the market. 

Not only was the absorption by private in- 
vestors large, but investment institutions are 
believed to have taken advantage of the op- 
portunity to extend their holdings of securi- 
ties at an attractive rate of return. Con- 
fidence is felt also that the reduction of 
credits effected will afford available resources 
for the better digestion of some of the new 
capital issues, which had become a glut in 
the market, obstructing its channels against 
the movement of other desired issues.
